the contrary, divine vocation com- 
patible with natural repugnance for that 
state.” 

have zeal for souls. realize 
something the value immortal soul, 
and desire co-operate their salva- 
tion. 

desire devote our whole life 
obtain the conversion one dear us. 

desire atone for our own sins 
those others, and fly from the 
temptations which feel too weak 
resist. 

attraction for the 
virginity.

Counsel for Counselors 


From attending the Vocation Institutes 
held annually during the past few years 
the University Notre Dame, South 
Bend, Ind., under the direction Rev. 
John Wilson, C.S.C., and from our regional 
meetings vocations held under the aus- 
pices the Missionary Union the 
Clergy, the following suggestions were gath- 
ered for the priest and religious 
means encouraging young men and 
women, whom discovered signs 
vocation. 

All know that God the sole 
author vocations, but one 
would say that God does not require our 
co-operation bringing the vocation its 
fruition. There must interest our 
part and must consider this interest 
personal responsibility. must not 
too greatly discouraged regarding the small 
number vocations this country for the 
priesthood and the religious life. Rather 
should our Blessed Lord discouraged 
that many not use our God- 
given talents and powers encourage 
vocations. 

Let contact personally those whom 
see signs vocation, making them 
understand that are not forcing them 
but that our only purpose help them 
find their vocation. 

start off, ourselves must give 
evidence personal holiness. God works 
through saintly priests and religious. Holi- 
ness magnetic power. attracts souls. 
moves heaven and earth. 

must give good example young 
men and women are disappointed when 
they not find our personal lives the 
ideals they expect. 
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must have understanding and sym. 
pathy. Young boys and girls are living 
age when they are greatly affected 
the conditions which surround them— 
pleasures, dress, and entertainment. 

must cheerful. The young wonder 
are happy our calling. are 
pleasant and agreeable, shall present 
strong argument favor the priest- 
hood and religious life. 

Personal contact very important. The 
Holy Father, few years ago, published 
pastoral, Cum Nobis, bringing the at- 
tention the clergy and religious the 
need taking interest youth, and 
the guidance, encouragement, and the in- 
spiration they should give behalf 
vocations. know that Canon 1353 
reiterates this obligation, especially the 
part pastors. 

1912, Pope Pius made clear that 

vocation was not interior impulse alone, 
but consisted moral, ordinary intel- 
lectual, and physical fitness plus the desire 
which not alone emotional. find 
these qualities boy girl our 
positive obligation after that youth 
and suggest the possibility vocation 
the priesthood the religious life the 
plan God for their future. This not 
intruding the divine plan. Vocations 
must positively sought and nourished 
but always without pressure any un- 
worthy annoyance.

obvious reason the fact that 
large percentage seminarians and aspir- 
ants the brotherhood preparatory 
schools immediately after eighth grade.

Others, true, make 
their choice only later. But even these 
cases high school vocation development, 
the seed must planted and nurtured 
long before.

true, the modern child often shows 
signs thoughtlessness; refractory 
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and difficult handle. But there reason 
for this: the home today different 
from the home the past 
teacher, then, must ready make allow- 
ances.

Love will find way the child’s heart; 
sincere, reverent affection will pierce the 
outer shell callous indifference that the 
modern child has reared against hostile 
world.

Solving the Vocational Problem 
Rev. Edward Garesché, 


good many years ago, the 
present writer began his series 
articles America the need for more 
vocations the religious communities for 
women, the results this survey came 
surprise even many well informed per- 
sons. The Sisters seem numerous and 
are active their many good works, 
their accomplishments are remarkable 
and their services the Church out- 
standing, that most priests and people took 
for granted that all was well with them. 
was the mothers superior, puzzling over 
the lists the Sisters and wondering how 
they would meet the many demands for 
their services, who realized most deeply 
the great need more vocations. Thus, 
when sent the first questionnaire the 
mothers general and mothers provincial 
our communities the United States, their 
response was remarkable. Many, send- 
ing the statistics, added word deep 
appreciation the fact that someone was 
now about study the very difficult situa- 
tion and perhaps suggest remedies. 


Acute Need 


will remembered that the results 
the questionnaire showed that the Sisters

they were getting, carry and allow 
for the normal expansion their work. 
response other questions, they gave their 
views the influences which helped and 
those which discouraged vocations and 
the means taken increase the 
number applicants for the religious life. 
From the publication these articles dates, 
are happy say, new era interest 
and activity the part Sisters and 
priests encouraging vocations. How 
needed was this interest, evidenced 
the fact that the second survey, made only 
few years ago, shows much greater 
crisis vocations and seems indicate 
that the Sisters need least twice many 
applicants they are getting now. Thus, 
spite the increased interest and efforts, 
the number young women who devote 
themselves the religious life greatly 
inadequate meet the needs the 
Church, and the Catholic people, for the 
services the Sisters. 

Since that time organized efforts have 
been made both dioceses and com- 
munities, and other organizations also, 
help those young people whom God calls 
the religious life follow out their voca- 
tion. doubt these measures have proved 
effective various ways, but still re- 
mains true that many communities Sis- 
ters are greatly need far larger 
number postulants. Unless they receive 


them, they shall have restrict the num- 
new foundations even curtail the 
work existing ones. 


New Demands 


not difficult see how this con- 
dition has arisen. All the work the sis- 
ters this country growing constantly. 
The enrollment existing schools in- 
creasing and new parishes are demanding 
schools. The Catholic hospital system 
also expanding constantly. Many would 
startled they read, the latest issue 
the Catholic Directory, the millions 
pupils and the more millions patients 
who depend our Sisters for their tuition 
their care sickness. Add this that 
Sisters must now study much more than 
formerly. Time must given them take 
courses and win degrees. Thus the whole 
thrust modern standardization and the 
toward making more and more work for 
the Sisters. 

Again, the needs the missions, which 
former generations claimed few none 
our Sisters, are also constantly increas- 
ing. Finally, the fields writing, lecturing, 
and social work are claiming more 
more Sisters. All these demands tend 
crease the crisis vocations. Nor does 
relief seem sight, unless much 
number young women 
thoughts the religious vocation. 
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Everything this country expanding 
and, far anyone can see, will con- 
tinue expand for generation. Besides, 
the charity our Sisters the United 
States will moved help the needs 
Europe. Those countries which, old, 
generously sent sisters the new world 
missionaries, are now need mis- 
sionary Sisters from America. All these 
considerations point the urgency the 
problem vocations and make more 
and more important find practical 
answer that question, often asked 
the Sisters when they commented our 
survey and expressed their appreciation, 
“But, Father, tell what should 
meet this great need vocations. What 
the practical answer this problem, which 
know only too well?”

much easier ask such question 
than answer But long study the 
problem its various aspects, and the 
wealth information which was gathered, 
may helpful making practical sug- 
gestions. These may not particularly 
brilliant original, but hoped that 
they will the root the problem 
and practical use those who are 
trying solve it. 

were asked state what the 
first requirement for increasing the number 
vocations, after the prayer and self- 
sacrifice which will help win grace for 
the young people, should say that the 
most effective means interest, 
practical and effective way, those priests 
who come contact with young people, 
and are position give them active 
guidance and help carrying out their 
vocation. Second, perhaps, would alert- 
ing and encouraging the Sisters themselves, 
take the proper means help young 
people follow God’s call. Finally, the 
parents girls who have vocations should 
informed and inspired with the true 
Catholic viewpoint, that they will 
help and not hindrance those among 
their children who are called God His 
intimate service. 


Priests Can Help 


The influence priests such matters 
is, course, incalculably great, because 
the powers and opportunities given them 
God for the good souls.

With tact and perseverance, 
they guide those who have the necessary 
qualifications the service God, and 
their prayers and encouragement are con- 
tinued until the privileged soul well 
launched the accomplishment her 
vocation.

world, knowledge the nature and in- 
fluence religious vocations, essential. 
explaining the Catholic religion also 
very important give the pupil in- 
sight into the religious life, the fine 
flower Christian living, the most com- 
plete and adequate realization the imita- 
tion Christ. literature, 
themes and essays various phases 
religious vocations, stories about Sisters, 
poems glorifying the religious state, all will 
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help the culture the student. many 
other departments learning allusions 
and explanations the religious life will 
order. All these are means direct 
the thoughts the student toward religion 
and inform her about the excellence 
and beauty vocation. 


And the Parents 


Priests and Sisters alike can great 
help informing and inspiring the third 
class persons who have much with 
the encouragement vocations, namely the 
parents prospective candidates.

More recently 
note with appreciation the custom 
the Covington diocese ordain each priest 
individually his home parish.

there anything that comes home 
you continually you turn your hos- 
pital bed the proof manifested these 
services that the essential humanity man 
his characteristic attitude.

One sees here, day after day, striking 
contrast the nonchalance and irresponsi- 
bility often attributed our teen agers. 
Here sees devoted service, self-forget- 
fulness, high seriousness the vocational 
life these young people. There some- 
thing sadly wrong with our general con- 
temporary life which calls forth its recre- 
ation and leisure time now abundant 
the higher qualities see among 
our young professional people but the lower 
selves men and women; not the trans- 
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cendentally human but the subhuman. And 
our social approvals reinforce the trends 
our sensate civilization. 

Everyday see hospital, for exam- 
ple, continuing revelation the deeper 
nature teen agers. There joy serv- 
ice. There thought self. There 
glad acceptance responsibility. Here soul 
answers soul. Human need calls forth hu- 
nurse who seems embody the ideal which 
all possess varying degrees. There 
brought lumberjack from the north- 
ern woods, with many stitches head, 
unshaven, his back broken, his legs para- 
lyzed, temporary cast which has been 
put bring him from small hospital 
that could not handle the case. The doc- 
tors operate upon him and very refined 
nurse agreeable personality assigned 
care for him. What her attitude toward 
her half delirious patient. She literally 
plunges into her work with the concentrated 
force her personality and knowledge. 
There revulsion, hesitation, but 
complete absorption the task. She knows 
what do, what say, what suggest.

Religious Sectarian Teaching 


The news dispatch announcing the ac- 
tion the Board Regents the Uni- 
versity the State New York recom- 
mending that school opened with 
prayer ended with this sentence local 
newspaper. “Federal and state constitu- 
tions ban religious teaching 
schools.” not waste time the 
obvious error that the federal constitution 
bans religious teaching public schools, 
but there need make distinction that 
not too clearly kept mind regarding 
the state constitutions. 

What the state constitutions prohibit 
sectarian instruction the public educa- 
tional institutions the state. This 
Arizona, California, Colorado, Montana, 
Nebraska, Nevada, New Hampshire, New 
Mexico, North Dakota, Oklahoma, South 
Dakota, Utah, Wisconsin, and Wyoming. 

Another phase the question the 
prohibition appropriations public 
money for sectarian schools. This men- 
tioned the constitutions Arizona, 
Colorado, Florida, Louisiana, Massachu- 
setts, Minnesota, Mississippi, Montana, 
Nevada, New Hampshire, New Mexico, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, South 
Carolina, South Dakota, Texas, Utah, 
Washington, and Wyoming. These lists are 
taken from the Index State Constitu- 
tions used the New York constitutional 
convention 1915 and they are substan- 
tially correct today. 

The provisions the state constitutions 
are directed against sectarian instruction 
not against religious teaching. least 
ought keep our terminology clear, even 
the sects cannot agree what religious 
teaching distinct from sectarian in-

UIDANCE within the Catholic school 
presents problem today. Rather 
the sincere Christian teacher, should 
offer challenge. other branches 
the educational tree, Catholic educators 
engaged guidance work tend ape the 
accomplishments and methods their sec- 
ular compatriots, instead striking out 
their own for more “Catholic” type 
guidance. While the secular techniques 
and goals have place their guidance 
programs, Catholic vocational counselors 
should able inject something 
into this matter vocational direction. 
First, presumed here that the 
Catholic school moral guidance done, 
for the most part, through the religion 
classes and the confessional. The former, 
too, would seem the main place for 
discussions vocations the specific 
sense the four states life. would 
appear the obligation the religion 
teacher especially stress the importance 
the states life, since many the 
individual’s future graces will flow him 
through his state life. This paper, then, 
concerned primarily with vocational guid- 
ance the realm jobs, careers, avo- 
cations. here that have done little 
more than our secular confreres, when 
vet have the startling fact facing 
that “the religious instruction and forma- 
tion Catholics largely nullified unless 
are also enabled make vital contact 
with society point where they can 
infuse Christ’s life into the social organ- 
ism. help them make this contact should 
the work Catholic vocational guidance 
and Thus shouldn’t just 
steer our graduates into positions that pay 
the most, offer the best opportunity for 
material advancement, seem best 
fit their mental ability interests indi- 
cated tests, but into the place where 
they can their utmost restore Christ 
society and fulfill their whole nature. 
other words, there far larger con- 
sideration explored the Catholic 
counselor, that amount professional 
training will prepare him do. 


Training Christian Leaders 


Catholic schools are supposed train- 
ing Christian leaders; even our poorest 
scholastic students have something extra 
moral sense offer the business and 
professional world this era. But are

fairly good sense values when first 
employed, but takes only several months 
for them fall into the groove ‘monot- 
ony plus pay check’ from which diffi- 
cult arouse While may not 
all agree the practicality that 
thought, there certainly much truth 
it. proposes Christian Voca- 
tional Guidance course, which many 
ideas can included counseling work.

The second level, which has wider and 
more general appeal, might considered 
the Christopher approach. Father 
idea get morally minded men and 
women into positions influence where 
they can aid not only God and their 
Church, but their country well. 
recommends Career Guidance Schools 
courses, supplant the Communist schools 
adult and social education, and direct 
Christians into those key fields where they 
may sway the mass mankind educa- 
tion, government, labor-management, and 
communications (radio, television, movies, 
publishing, and writing). further shows 
what Christopher with purpose bear 
Christ his fellow men can the 
areas atomic energy, social service, 
library work, and even secretarial posi- 
tions. The following words Father 
ler should shock all into directing our 
students into jobs with purpose: “Be- 
cause most have taken the ‘Let 
George it’ attitude, have presumed 
that someone else would take care every- 
thing else while took care ourselves. 
have neglected these careers that count. 
the other hand, the self-seekers, the 
weaklings, the opportunists, and those dedi- 
cated perversion and subversion have 
recognized the importance key fields, 
and have been swarming into them 
fast they can. They readily that 
handful persons, good bad, these 
vital fields, can make break any nation, 
can cripple any home, religion, and every 
other civilizing Thus should 
the happy task the Catholic counselor 
and educator motivate our charges 
with the unusual opportunity that theirs 
enrich humanity leave the world 
bit better off for their being 
with Christlike purpose, they into 
careers that really count.

But can 
give training all that even those who 
into the ordinary positions can act 
leveler among the masses. home room 
guidance instructions should inspire 
them with the dignity work, their duties 
Christian business people (based the 
labor encyclicals especially), the ability 
and necessity for getting along with others, 
and developing right attitudes and habits 
—responsibility, critical their own 
work, etc. Give them purpose and perspec- 
tive even doing routine job. Then 
we’ve added something worth while our 
Catholic guidance program. one Ford- 
ham University professor 
“Make them realize the tremendous re- 
sponsibility that job they intend 
the watershed down which their 
whole life flows; determines 
their father’s job determined their educa- 


tion which turn decided their job which 
turn will determine their children’s edu- 
cation and possibility career.”

The Program 


The aim the program twofold:

Results Such Program 


The results such program can 
shown reporting the outcome 
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was first used the Archdiocese 
Chicago. 

Perhaps the most notable result the 
program was the number those who for 
the first time their life gave serious 
consideration the idea and the possibility 
their having vocation. Many these 
students had simply taken for granted 
that they were not called anything 
lofty. one paper put it: had made 
mind that the only state for 
was that marriage, but 
rather think there call 
for have been receiving Communion 
daily for three weeks that God may show 
what wants do.” Or, an- 
other put it: never thought that 
way before.” 

Yet these are the ones who must 
awakened see, first, the possibility, 
then, ‘the probability their being called. 
only thus awakening very many 
more the hitherto thoughtless ones that 
will ever able multiply the num- 
ber vocations ten fifteen times! 

Needless say, some time must elapse 
before such vocations will come matur- 
ity. But the great work stirring these 
vocations the hearts hundreds 
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throughout the diocese has been done. The 
same program following through suc- 
ceeding years has done much develop 
these vocations. 

second result the program was the 
number half hidden, unsuspected voca- 
tions brought light. Without some such 
program, these vocations might have re- 
mained for while, like secret cherished 
dreams the mind the children, but, 
receiving encouragement, they would 
easily succumb the difficulties, the dis- 
tractions, and the allurements life. 

was very difficult estimate the 
number such vocations thus brought 
light. Very many the teachers their 
reports have spoken four, five, six, 
even more pupils making definite inquiries 
about particular religious communities 
seminaries. 

The final compositions showed third 
result. Many students, seeing clearly now 
the signs indications vocation, rea- 
lize that only their unwillingness 
make the sacrifices that makes them draw 
back. “Not enough fun,” “Too hard,” 
were their remarks. May not hope 
that the uneasiness they feel may result 
more serious thought later and that 
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God will give them inspiration greater 
generosity some future date? 

last, but still very definite result 
indicated one the school reports: 
“While the majority the final papers 
were the ‘would not’ type, even these 
showed greater understanding and 
deeper appreciation the higher calling.” 
This result one that not lightly 
overlooked. These are the parents our 
next generation. They will far more 
likely encourage vocations among their 
children than would otherwise have been 
the case. The Church going 
great need vocations for years come, 

the Archdiocese Chicago, the parish 
priests were asked give the short in- 
structional talks. Their co-operation was 
even more enthusiastic than was expected.

The Sisters harp key truths 
religion, class and out class, using every 
minute, even the river RVS picnics, 
help the children develop Catholic mind 
subjects daily importance.

For these reasons many will say 
that such idea doomed unhonored 
failure. Nevertheless, must also ad- 
mitted that time the year are our 
youth surrounded the forces pagan- 
ism. Vacation time the frequently 
but byword for spiritual negligence and 
sin. The evil impurity exerts its strongest 
influence during the summer vacation period. 
Idleness, the trend toward nudism, and the 
relaxation spiritual practices form com- 
bination difficult for many youth with- 
stand. This has been the past and the 
seriousness the situation only heightened 
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with each passing summer vacation. 

What wonderful boon the spiritual life 
our American Catholic youth should 
July become summer oasis for the refur- 
bishing jaded spiritual forces.

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Practical Aids for the Teacher 


Community Appreciation Survey 
Brother Leo Ryan, 


Social science courses and business edu- 
cation subjects afford innumerable oppor- 
tunities for students participate ac- 
tivities which reach beyond the narrow 
confines the classroom. Community 
Appreciation Survey represents project 
which makes the student study his home 
town and evaluate community assets. 

Consumer education, economics, govern- 
ment, sociology, and other courses the 
social science and business areas are scoped 
the local level. surprisingly high 
percentage the high school population 
holds biased opinion the local com- 
munity. their inexperienced insight 
these students tend overlook the short- 
comings other communities and under- 
estimate the dynamic features their own. 
This attitude results primarily from lack 
objective evaluation their home town. 
“Community Appreciation Survey,” 
effectively blended into the class program, 
can contribute toward converting skeptical 
students into community-wise citizens. 

initial experience with the Survey 
was the college level. Professor Hugh 
Riordan Marquette University used 
similar project marketing means 
assimilating social, political, and eco- 
nomic backgrounds Milwaukee. Later 
named the activity, organized similar 
project for the secondary level, and used 
advantage among the business education 
students attending Cathedral Boys’ High 
School, Springfield, Ill. With adaptations, 


such project can used effectively 


any course the social science business 
curriculums. The outline suggested here 
represents the procedure used Cathedral. 
The project may varied according the 
community considered, subject concerned, 
the students involved. 


Local Background 

Preliminary preparation for the project 
came series “teaser” questions 
Springfield asked almost daily over period 
several weeks. These questions were 
such that they puzzled the bulk the 
students and occasionally provoked class 
discussions. The class was readily condi- 
tioned for the activity. 

Students were given assignment 
collect folders, leaflets, and booklets de- 
scribing their community. Most this 
material was secured the individual stu- 
dents from the chamber commerce. 
prearrangement with Robert Irwin, cham- 
ber secretary, the chamber commerce

staff was alerted the impending visitation 
students soliciting material. Highest 
praise must accorded these public serv- 
ants for their wholehearted co-operation 
with the school and the students. Students 
were also encouraged collect and submit 
magazine and newspaper recognition 
Springfield and the surrounding area. These 
items were posted the class bulletin 
board. 

Next students were asked prepare 
assignment discussing: “Why Like 
Live Springfield.” Five reasons were re- 
quired. the outset many students pro- 
tested that they did not like Springfield. 
that case, agreed let those students 
take the negative view the question, 
they could substantiate their objections 
with good reasoning. When the papers were 
submitted not single student had selected 
the negative analysis. 


Cataloging Assets 


Reasons proffered aligned themselves 
definite categories. From these reasons 
could deduced certain “community 
assets” which tended, the minds the 
students, create favorable attitude 
toward their home town. 

For the next step the “Community 
Appreciation Survey” each student was 
asked select some asset the city and 
prepare succinct paragraph describing 
the place event. duplications were 
allowed. Each paragraph was submitted, 
corrected, returned, and rewritten before 
the final product was approved for typing 
four six index card. 

Topics covered included: agriculture, 
historical sites (Lincoln’s home and tomb, 
New Salem), recreational facilities (Lake 
Springfield) newspapers, mineral resources 
(coal), famous residents (Lincoln, Vachel 
Lindsey, Robin Roberts), city government, 
transportation (railroads, bus lines, and 
airlines), factories, churches (especially 
Roman Catholic and Episcopalian cathe- 
drals), and schools (parochial and public) 
among the assets selected. These 
situations reviewed constituted reasons 
why Springfield was good city which 
live. 

The card summaries can used for 
variety purposes. They may sent 
several national magazines ideas 
reference cards pending publication arti- 
cles the community. Ideas may 
secured from such articles the “Cities 
America” series featured the Satur- 
day Evening Post. Another set may 
posted collectively, individually over 


period time, with appropriate photo- 
graphs collected taken the students. 
These may displayed the classroom, 
library, the school corridors. com- 
munity scrapbook maintained class 
later may donated the school 
community library. 


Newspaper Co-operation 


activity this nature has human 
interest value potential feature article 
for the local newspapers. The best method 
securing this attention contact the 
city editor and explain the project. Most 
newspaper people see the immediate value 
the undertaking and sense the story 
value. The State Register featurized 
last year’s Survey sponsored the con- 
sumer education class Cathedral High 
School and used pictures the class with 
the students holding their evaluation 
community asset. addition the staff 
writer incorporated ideas from the five rea- 
sons submitted each student for enjoy- 
ing the privilege living Springfield into 
the feature article. Only one newspaper 
could use the story feature material, 
but the other papers gave the activity news 
coverage. 

The “Community Appreciation Survey” 
may altered and adapted for any situa- 
tion and almost any course from English 
through the social sciences the business 
education field. 

Most important, the Survey contributes 
alert civic pride among the adolescent 
citizenry, pride based facts and 
steeped true appreciation the bene- 
fits offered the community. Civic 
achievements find their firm foundation 
the endurance constructive 
attitudes.

tures and television, comic books and com- 
mercial demonstrations, the youth who face 
our classrooms today are definitely 
“sight” minded. the conglomeration facts 
that absorb their interest from the rising 
the sun, not until the setting it, but far 
into the night, most these pieces informa- 
tion enter their minds through the eyes. 
the wise teacher who realizes this and uses 
visual aids reinforce her teaching. 

Much has been written about the techniques 
using films and film strips the classroom. 
Educators have explained the necessity 
preparing students for the lesson, summarizing 
the results, and checking for teaching value. 
But many teachers have not shown sufficient 
interest the possibilities homemade visual 
aids that offer more certain approach the 
individual problem that exists within the 
school and whose answer can most readily 
found just there. 


Techniques for the Bulletin Board 


Simplest among the devices listed visual 
aids the bulletin board. Although students 
must trained the teacher regard this 
medium information important, the 
bulletin board, when attractively arranged, 
can play dominant role reinforcing in- 
struction. 

course, plain brown cork supplies 
good background, but the various seasons 
profit gayer coloring. Window display 
shops afford variety figured paper, par- 
ticularly the corrugated kind. Ship scenes, 
landscapes, fall leaves, each season, enliven 
the walls the classrooms. Cutout pictures 
and letters pinned, stapled, pasted this 
background stand out relief. 

Recently the dime stores have been selling 
rolls shelf paper solid colors and 
conservative floral designs. Although this paper 
does not take either poster paint ink, 
presents cheerful and attractive background 
where cutout letters are used. 

Genuine art work presents unsurmount- 
able hurdle the ordinary teacher whose 
drawing experience frequently consists un- 
derling words.

The printer 
usually flattered such service and lends 
his co-operation gladly. this means, new 
reporters and journalists can follow the con- 
struction the paper from the first step 
page planning the final distribution the 
finished sheet. 

Freshman orientation large school may 
handled the same way. Before freshmen 
are allowed tour the building, even under 
the supervision guides, film strip showing 
the points interest and the general layout 
the building will make the tour more 
valuable. Teachers and student council officers 
may introduced the same method. This 


system acquainting new students with their 
school has been used effectively Seton High 
School, Baltimore, Md., where 
plant includes two buildings. 

the business department, film strips can 
used demonstrate the various machines 
while their basic manipulation 
the teacher. When this method introduc. 
tion used, familiarity with the working 
the machine hastened and much 
avoided. 

every school there the ageless problem 
developing character, instilling 
and fostering school spirit. Many good films 
and film strips have been produced for this 
purpose. However, experiment carried 
several years ago netted excellent results 
all three fields. 

Armed with movie kodak and two 
lights, yards extension wire, and student 
assistant, one the teachers devoted the last 
six weeks school preparing courtesy 
film centered about the points courtesy, 
character formation, and school spirit that 
the school was stressing. 

means running story, freshman 
was shown interviewing the guidance counselor 
who turned her over the student council 
president. This young student felt that she 
was not successful either scholastically 
socially. Acting the suggestion the 
counselor that this sense insecurity might 
due lack courtesy, the student 
council representative took her through day 
school. 


The bulletin board cleverly suggests thoughts the season 
ideas for current school project.

The expense for such project was not 
exhorbitant. this particular instance, ex- 
pired film (which much cheaper than the 
“fyture dated” kind) was used for all outdoor 
work. Experience photography may make 
the taking pictures easier 
better, but not essential for satisfying 
results. Much information can obtained 
from magazines, pamphlets, and books regard- 
ing photography. Ordinarily these articles are 
written for the amateur and the language 
simple and easily understood. Most film dealers

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Manuscript Writing Bridge

Writing Readiness 


When the little ones come school 
September they have ability master read- 
ing the first few days even weeks school? 
Oh, No! reading readiness program sched- 
uled. The children are not read until they 
are ready read. Why not create writing 
readiness? Just why should these little ones 
needless burden for both teacher and 
pupil require cursive writing these little 
ones when manuscript writing adequate 
means for creating writing readiness. Chil- 
dren welcome this simplified form writing.

When starting these beginners manuscript 
writing bring them the front the 
room.

After the 
children have understood the steps making 
letter, have them write one line sin- 
gle letter the board. important 
supervise all this work carefully. the 
children have not the proper formation 
given letter take them the front board 
and repeat the process. check every line 
their work the board and their desks. 
This may sound like big order, but its 
observance pays rich dividends. Such grading 
may done rather rapidly walking 
and down the aisles and jotting down some 
little remark such as: Excellent, Fine, Good, 
Very Nice, encircling the best formed 
letter. 


Example the Best Teacher 


The teacher’s own blackboard writing 
important factor influencing the pupil’s 
writing. not enough for the child see 
the letter its completed form able 
write for himself. must shown 
again and again. must watched and 
supervised carefully until himself knows 
not only the form but how execute it.

The progressive teacher constantly correlates 
writing material from many sources with her 
formal writing class. connection with our 
reading, the children write little stories about 
their pets toys. They make little rhymes 
and riddles, and memorize little poems. They 
dictate these little stories and write them 
the board. They copy them. The one doing the 
best work gets put the class booklet.

How long adhere manuscript writ- 
ing?

FREEDOM 


The Council Independent 
Schools, its recent meeting Boston, issued 
“Statement Faith.” “Independent schools” 
were defined the Council schools “free 
from political financial administration 
government, with consequent liberty pur- 
pose and practice. This independence implies 
freedom set academic standards and cur- 
ricula, try experiments, enter fields con- 
sidered controversial, and give religious 
training and faith central place the entire 
educational purpose.” 

The statement said that “there are few in- 
dependent schools without religion guid- 
ing purpose,” and that public schools “with 
all their integrity and devotion, freedom 
religion has come mean freedom from re- 
ligion.” The following significant statements 
faith are part the document: 

“We believe God, and the universal 
brotherhood man. hold that such belief 
should taught. 

believe that the inalienable rights 
the individual derive from God. believe, 
accordingly, that the individual has inescap- 
able duties which flow from these rights, and 
hold obligation the school teach 
both these rights and these duties. 

believe that education resting free- 
dom inquiry and freedom faith basic 
guarantee cultural continuity and liberty 
itself. hold the duty our schools 
teach how meet and manage difficult in- 
tellectual tasks. 

“We believe that all good teaching rooted 
and grounded character carefully cultivated 
and based religion and ethics. From such 
teaching, learning will grow into lifelong 
strength which person may draw all 
the private, economic, political, and spiritual 
stresses and joys which will encounter. 

“Tf parent’s liberty choose the schools 
his sons and daughters may attend were 
denied, the educational system would become 
state-controlled monopoly monopoly 
complete and far-reaching has resulted 
wherever religious freedom has been abolished 
strengthen single state church where 
free enterprise has been destroyed build 
state-controlled economy.”

Clean-cut, efficient, and inexpensive, small 
elementary school new Our 
Lady the Lake School good example 
modern functional school design. Archi- 
tectural frills have been avoided, but pleasing 
appearance and utility have been achieved 
through practical, functional treatment 
simple materials. Space has been utilized 
the utmost with sacrifice spaciousness; 
common building materials have been left ex- 
posed for economy while their severity has 
been toned down with the proper use 
paint varnish. 

Exterior walls the classrooms, for ex- 
ample, are entirely glass glass block and 
clear glass provide the ultimate 
good daylighting. 


The General Plan 


Set sloping site the L-shaped arrange- 
ment provides four classrooms and staff office 
one leg; two other classrooms and large 
combination gymnasium and auditorium the 
other. These, excepting one classroom 
upper level, flank long corridor which 
bisected another serving main entrance 
doors. 

The school has been planned for expansion. 
may necessary double the present 
pupil capacity 280 (kindergarten through 
eighth grade) within few years. Designed 
Paul Thiry, nationally known Seattle archi- 
tect, this school cost $190,287, $12.40 


square foot, including all taxes, fees, black- 
topped play area, but not equipment. The 
cost per cubic foot was trifle more than 
cents. Opened for occupancy January, 
1950, has attracted considerable interest 
from architects for its efficient design and 
use materials, from school officials for its 
low cost and good daylighting features. 
Because prime requirements the job 
were speed and economy, Mr. Thiry reduced 


the structural design one mill-constructed 
roof with minimum masonry and steel 
supports. This technique, requiring the least 
number skilled workers, common 
heavy industrial construction. The school was 
completed brief six months. 


Glass-Block 


Rigid control daylight the classrooms

Utility and Beauty 

The concrete block partition walls have 
been left exposed eliminate plastering, 
high cost item. Instead, the blocks have been 
scrubbed clean mortar and marks and 
finished with single coat concrete paint. 
result there was little need for expensive 
wood trim and millwork. 

The cost suspended ceilings has also 
been avoided. Acoustical tile has been set 
between the exposed Douglas fir roof beams, 
the warm texture the wood being heightened 
with satin gloss varnish provide rich 
color counterpart the monastic-like at- 
mosphere these rooms. 

The architect has chalked another im- 
portant saving making tackboards serve 
cloak rooms. The boards were suspended 
pipe uprights several feet away from rear 
walls serve screens. Hooks for cloth- 
ing are atached the wall and the rear 
the tackboard. 

The concrete slab which the building 
rests has been specially treated serve di- 
rectly floor. Carefully troweled hard 
dense surface, has been scored into diamond 
patterns, color stained, and waxed. The result: 
inexpensive and attractive floor surface 
which permanent and easy maintain. 


Gymnasium-Auditorium

The 24-foot-high interior walls 
concrete block, interlaced with courses 
small concrete brick bonded the exterior 
brick facing and topped large panels 
light-directing glass block. 

These walls are punctuated exposed 
steel beam uprights which join roof girders, 
set slight pitch and welded the roof 
apex instead bolted provide smooth 
seams. The area between the roof girders

Generally the topics will fall under one 
the following three heads: (1) school policies 
and activities, (2) personal development 
the student, (3) local, national, 
national events affecting the students. 

Topics from the first group should given 
most consideration the editors because 
scholastic achievements and policies are most 
closely connected with the aims the paper 
which representative the school. 

number editorials suggest themselves 
under this heading: true scholarship, interest 
class discussions, care and punctuality 
performing assignments, efforts make the 
honor roll, attendance, attitude toward teach- 
ers, respect for authority, use the study 
period taking advantage library facilities, 
cramming for exams, cheating, care school 
property, planning one’s curriculum toward 
college education, observance school rules 
such silence the hallways, use labora- 
tory equipment, studying beyond the neces- 
sary minimum. 

Also the same group but secondary 
importance are editorials dealing with extra- 
curricular activities, such as: co-operation 
club activities, good sportsmanship during 
game, sportsmanship after defeat, campaign- 
ing for club class officers, cheering games, 
conduct the school cafeteria recreation 
room, conscientious performance safety 
boy duties, co-operation school drives, at- 
tendance club meetings. 

Editorials under the heading 
development” deal with the physical, social, 
moral, and spiritual progress the student 
individual.
